The receipts of the society for the 
past year have been unusually large, leav- 
ing a balance of more than $3,000 in the 
treasury. For the first time in nearly twen- 
ty years, the society found itself able to do 
something for the general cause of Home 
Missions, and voted to transmit $1500 to 
the American Home Missionary Society.

RAISING GARDEN SEEDS. 
The ease with which the different vege- 
table seeds can be raised, varies considera- 


duce a heavy growth of straw, which will 
be liable to rust, and yield less grain. The 
best practice is to apply it late in autumn, 
simply harrowing it in after the land has 
been well plowed. By spring it is well de- 
composed. Where it is desirable to apply 
the manure in the spring, scrape the hog- 
yard for it with broad hoes, and use heaps 
of fine manure previously collected, and if 
the soil be compact and heavy, add well- 
rotted chip manure. Oo soils in which 
there is a great amount of vegetable mat- 
ter, never apply any barn-yard manure, un- 
less it bas been thoroughly composted, or
